to go before a justice and have it record- 
ed. It is then tite duty of the justice to 
have tiie record placed on the Issiks of 
tho county clerk. This far we Itelieve 
tiie law lias lieon generally lived up to, 
but there is yet another provision, w liioh 
is of equal importance, that lias not Ix-cit 
abided by. It is as follows: 

Tin* taker-up shall within one month 
after lie lias posted the stray, cause to 
lie published one month, or by four 
weekly insertions, a copy of tin* justice's 
certificate ill a newspaper, if one is pub- 
lished iu tiie county. 

lie may publish this notice oil thc 
satttc day lie records the stray if lie so 
clioses, and tiie owner must reimburse 
him for tiie outlay. That is tiie law. If 
lie fails to comply w ith this provision In- 
is subject to a tine. The law on thissub- 
jeet says: 

If any person* shall violate the pmvis- 
ious of this chapter, or fail <>r refuse to 
comply wit Ii its provisions. In- shall for- 
feit and pay alio tor each offense. 

It is the duty of the justices to re poll 
each and every violation of thi- law that 
'comes under their notices. We do not 
believe there lias been any intentional 
v iolation, but it is due to tin- fact that 
tin- tuasses are llot lull v posted oil the 
subject. [Hopkinsville New Kin.
